To insure your 
home against such attacks, it is a good 
idea to lock all doors and windows, 
collect valuables from your yard, and 
make certain your garage door is 
locked even on those short five-minute 
trips. 
For longer vacation trips, it is ad­ 
visable, the Chief says, to either stop 
'delivery of or have neighbors collect 
newspapers, circulars, and mail. 
Temple likes automatic devices that 
turn on inside lights. Its best to have a 
couple, he said, to turn on different 
lights over long periods. 
Perhaps 
m ost 
im portant 
for 
vacationers is to notify neighbors and 
police of your absence. 
Police will check your house while 
you’re gone, taking time to make 
certain that all windows and doors are 
locked and undamaged. Be sure to 
notify officers when you return, 
however. 
They would also like to have you 
leave a key to your house with a 
trusted neighbor. 
Other useful tips includes the in­ 
stallation of new locks on homes that 
have been resold, and installation of an 
alarm system and metal grillworks. 
Single, divorced, or widowed women 
should never list their full name on 
mailboxes or in telephone books, 
Temple said. The first and middle 
initial will suffice for identification. 
The Chief also recommends automatic 
garage door openers, which allow you 
to park your car in safety. 
But perhaps the most important 
advice the chief has is to support police 
and be a good neighbor. 
You should report suspicious ac­ 
tivities to officers, notice unmarked 
vans or tru ck s around houses, 
remember the description of un­ 
familiar cars and people. 
The local police department will 
gladly investigate any problem , 
Temple said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new 
report that 
President 
Lyndon

Johnson suspected Fidel Castro was 
linked to the assassination of John F. 
Kennedy is “a significant piece of 
information,” Sen. Richard S. Schwei- 
ker says. 
ABC News Commentator Howard K. 
Smith revealed Thursday that Johnson 
once said to him in private, “ I’ll tell 
you something that will rock you.... 
Kennedy was trying to get to Castro, 
but Castro got to him first.” 
Smith said, “I was rocked all right. I 
begged for details. He refused, saying 
it will all come out one day.” 
Smith said he took notes on the 
conversation, but kept them con­ 
fidential. With renenewed speculation 
about the assassination, “ I feel 
justified in recounting it publicly 
now,” he said. 
Several Johnson aides and jour­ 
nalists reported last year that Johnson 
dropped similar hints to them that he 
suspected a Cuban link to Lee Harvey 
Oswald, 
whom the Warren Com­ 
mission said acted alone in the Ken­ 
nedy slaying. 
Schw eiker, 
a 
Pennsylvania 
Republican, directed a Senate in­ 
telligence committee probe into the 
Nov. 22,1963, assassination. Its report, 
released Wednesday, said the CIA and 
FBI covered up crucial information in 
th eir 
investigation 
of 
the 
assassination. The report said the CIA 
did not tell the Warren Commission 
about its plots against Castro’s life, 
which the Cuban premier apparently 
knew about. 
Schweiker said, “It’s pretty obvious 
to me that President Johnson wanted 
history to know something that he 
knew.... I believe important new leads 
to a breakthrough can and will be 
developed from people coming for­ 
ward with fresh information.” 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jim m y 
Carter has now collected enough 
committed convention delegates to 
give him the Democratic presidential 
nom ination, an Associated Press 
survey shows. 


Carter, who never trailed any other 
contender in his bid for the necessary 
1,505 delegates, pushed over the 
majority barrier Thursday, exactly 
four months after he won the opening 
primary in New Hampshire. 
With the convention still 17 days 
away, Carter’s total edged up to 1,510, 
the AP delegate survey found. 
The survey counts only delegates 
who are legally committed or who 
have 
publicly 
declared 
their 
preference for one candidate. It does 
not include any delegate who is leaning 
toward a candidate, nor does it count 
delegate votes simply on the statement 
of a party leader. 
Carter’s nomination became vir­ 
tually certain when the primaries 
ended June 8 and his victory in the 
Ohio primary boosted his delegate 
total to 1,125. Democratic leaders and 
former opponents rushed to endorse 
him. 
George Wallace endorsed Carter 
June 9, 
and many of Wallace's 
delegates followed the Alabama 
governor’s lead, providing nearly a 
third of the 380 votes Carter needed to 
go over the majority mark. Another 
third came from the ranks of the un­ 
committed delegates. 
The 380 delegates were scattered all 
over the country. 
Carter also picked up some support 
from those who backed Rep. Morris 
Udall and Sens. Henry Jackson and 
Frank Church. 
Carter, who met Thursday with 
Democratic congressional leaders in 
Washington, said he welcomed the AP 
survey finding. 
“I’m glad to hear it,” he said. 
“We’ve got a very good certainty of a 
first ballot victory.” 
Carter called the AP survey “a very 
conservative count.” 
“Our confidential delegate count is 
approaching 1,800,” he said. 
Carter has delegate support rn every 
state, except North Dakota, where the 
13 delegates will be picked today. 
From the time he picked up 19 
delegates in New Hampshire’s Feb. 24 
primary through 
four months of 
prim aries, state conventions and 
caucuses, Carter never fell behind any 
other contender in committed dele­ 
gates. 
By the opening of the convention in 
New York, Carter is expected to pick 
up many more delegates from among 
those released by his onetime oppo-

Kissinger Seeks Peaceful 
Black Rule In Africa 
I/ONDON (AF) — Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger says his talks with 
South African Prime Minister John 
Vorster convinced him “the process is 
in motion” for eventual peaceful 
transition to black rule in southern 
Africa. 


The problem, he told a news con­ 
ference Thursday in Munich, is 
whether sufficient guarantees can be 
arranged for the white minorities to 
make the change to majority rule 
bearable. 


After meeting with Vorster Wed­ 
nesday and Thursday in West Ger­ 
many, Kissinger flew to Ixindon for 
talks with Prime Minister James 
Callaghan and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland and a major speech 
on European affairs tonight. 


Neither Kissinger nor Vorster gave 
any solid indication that the white 
Rhodesian government can be pushed 
back into negotiations with the 
country’s black nationalists. 


“ I don’t think matters have reached 
a point where any specific decisions 
can be communicated,” the secretary 
of state said. 
But in his talks with Callaghan and 
Crosland, Kissinger was going over the 
prospect 
of 
resettling 
white 
Rhodesians in Western Europe and 


South Africa when the blacks take 
over. 
Kissinger’s eight hours of talks with 
Vorster ranged beyond Rhodesia to 
include South Africa’s disputed rule 
over Namibia, or South-West Africa, 
and South Africa itself, which last 
week had the worst black riots in its 
history. 
The secretary of state again publicly 
deplored South Africa’s apartheid 
policy of racial separation. 
He said he didn't know whether there 
would be a resolution of the racial 
crisis in southern Africa, “but we be­ 
lieve that the process is in motion. We 
hope, as we have hoped from the 
beginning, to contribute to a resolution 
that is achieved by negotiation and not 
by violence and which respects the 
dignity of all the peoples in the area.” 
He announced that he would send his 
top deputy for African affairs, William 
E. Schaufele Jr., to Africa next week to 
confer with leaders of some of the 
black nations. 
Vorster in an ABC television in­ 
terview said he has “always been 
prepared” to take part in the shift to 
black majority rule in southern Africa. 
“ My sole aim and object, and that is 
why I am in public life at this moment, 
is to try and get a peaceful solution of 
southern Africa’s problems,” he de­ 
clared. 


Photos Show Puzzling M ars Landscape 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — Far 
from solving Martian mysteries, fresh 
photos from Viking I are instead 
challenging scientists to explain a 
landscape that grows more puzzling 
day by day. 
On one count, however, pictures 
received at Jet Propulsion laboratory 
early Thursday were reassuring: they 
seemed to show there will be enough 
hazard-free terrain for a safe Viking 
landing July 4. 
“There is an enormous variety of 
terrain; some looks catastrophic but 
some looks just fine,” said Dr. Harold 
Masursky, landing site team leader. 
Another scientist described the 
newest pictures taken by the orbiting 
Viking spacecraft as “comforting” 
and expressed increasing optimism 
that the landing site chosen long before 


the mission 
started would prove 
feasible. 
The photos, the second batch 
received since photography from orbit 
began on Tuesday, again showed 
channels and numerous other features 
carved on the surface by natural 
forces. 
A peppering of large and small 
craters was seen again, some of them 
now being viewed as the mouths of 
young volcanoes. Some cratered areas 
are much like regions at the moon, it 
was reported. 
Hie photos also showed several thin, 
bright lines which scientists were at a 
loss to explain. 
“We don’t have the vaguest clue of 
what this feature is,” said Masursky 
as he pointed out one of the lines that 
led to the base of a volcanic crater, 


continued on the other side and went on 
to touch two distant craters. 
Because of so much past speculation 
about intelligent life on 
M ars, 
Masursky in jest referred to the 
feature as a road, and even got a small 
rise out of a colleague — Dr. B. Gentry 
I,ee 
— 
by 
calling 
it 
“Gentry’s 
Freeway.” It was a joke precisely 
because the idea of artificial struc­ 
tures on Mars was discarded long ago. 
The landing area, called Chryse, lies 
on a low plain etched by a number of 
winding channels. The area is thought 
to have been shaped by water in the 
distant past, but Masursky and other 
scientists are somewhat at odds over 
how this happened. 
Dr. Michael Carr, leader of the team 
that studies photographs from the 
orbiting Viking, said that subject has 


developed into a “quite a wide con­ 
troversy.” 
On one extreme, he said, are those 
who believe the area owes its peculiar 
features to catastrophic floods that 
raged once or several times and 
quickly cut the channels. Some 
teardrop-shaped plateaus, looking like 
islands in a streambed, could have 
been shaped by such water currents, in 
Masursky’s view. 


On the other hand, Carr continued, 
there is the opinion that modest 
streams eroded the channels — Carr 
referred to them as valleys — over a 
much longer period of time. 


Whatever the history — repeated 
massive flooding or gradual stream 
cutting — Mars is now thought to be 
completely dry.

The Justice Department said ABA 
advertising prohibitions restrain price 
com petition among lawyers and 
deprive persons needing legal services 
the opportunity to obtain information 
aboik the costs and availability of legal 
services. 
The suit, filed in U.S. District Court, 
also said the ABA restrictions have 
restrained lawyers from making legal 
services readily available, such as 
through the development and ad­ 
vertising of legal clinics and prepaid 
legal plans. 
The ABA, with headquarters in 
Chicago, is the country’s largest 
professional association of lawyers 
with a membership of about 200,000. 
Delegates to its February con­ 
vention in Philadelphia voted to permit 
lim ited advertising of fees and 
specialists by lawyers in ABA direc­ 
tories or ABA telephone books, but not 
rn consumer publications. 
The policy, subject to approval by 
state bar associations, allows lawyers 
to include some information, such as 
their specialities, in the yellow pages 
of telephone books. 
Consumers Union said after the 
Philadelphia convention it would 
continue with a lawsuit it has filed 
against bar officials in Virginia for the 
right to obtain fee information from 
lawyers and publish it in a directory 
for consumers.

The survey counts only delegates 
who are legally committed or who 
have 
publicly 
declared 
their 
preference for one candidate. It does 
not include any delegate who is leaning 
toward a candidate, nor does it count 
delegate votes simply on the statement 
of a party leader. 
Delegates to the Minnesota con­ 
vention voted 877 to 787 to adopt the 
rule requiring that each national 
delegate get a majority vote at the 
state convention. About 55 per cent of 
the delegates favor Ford. 
Reagan strategists wanted a single 
ballot with delegate slots given to the 
top 18 vote-getters. 
During a two-hour debate on the 
rules, Reagan backers warned that a 
failure to split up the 18 delegates 
could tear the party apart and hurt 
state legislative races. 
Reagan forces had another com­ 
plaint earlier in the day on a separate 
matter. They charged that the GOP’s 
convention in August may be stacked 
against them because two Ford sup­ 
porters will hold key positions. 
The Republican National Com­ 
m ittee’s arrangem ents com m ittee 
chose Sen. Howard Baker of Tennessee 
as the keynote speaker for the con­ 
vention and Sen. Robert Dole of 
Kansas as the temporary convention 
chairman. 
The two appointments are subject to 
national com m ittee confirm ation 
today, and R eagan’s convention 
director, Lyn Nofziger, said they 
probably would not be challenged then.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Exhausted 
fire fighters appeared to have gained 
the upper hand today in fighting fires 
that have blackened 25,000 acres — 
about 40 square miles — since Tues­ 
day. 


It was the most extensive outbreak 
so far in California’s current fire 
season. Authorities have predicted the 
season of brush and forest fires will be 
the worst in half a century in the 
drought-stricken state. 


-Efforts to control the blazes Thur­ 
sday were hampered by a record- 
breaking heat wave and unseasonably 
high winds. 
Aided by dropping temperatures and 
calmer winds, more than 1,000 firemen 
worked through the night to control the 
fires. Officials said the fires were near 
containment today. 


A 20,000-acre blaze near the tiny 
Gold Rush town of Plymouth, in the 
Sierra foothills, was 97 per cent con­ 
tained Thursday night, authorities 
said. 
In Southern California, a spokesman 
for the Los Angeles County Fire 
Department said the tricky Val Verde 
fire 50 miles northwest of Los Angeles 
“ was lying down nicely” after swirling 
winds subsided to less than three miles 
an hour. The blaze charred about 1,500 
acres Thursday. 
Just to the north, in Ventura County, 
authorities said three fires that earlier 
blackened hundreds of acres were con­ 
trolled Thursday night. 
Authorities said the town 
of 
Plymouth, with a population of 489, 
was threatened by the blaze before a 
change of winds sent it roaring into 
mostly unpopulated sections. 
About 1,500 firemen fought the blaze 
that destroyed 14 structures 
and 
charred some 20,000 acres, the largest 
so far this vear.

NEW YORK I AP) - The Consumer 
Price Index in May rose at an annual 
rate of 7.2 per cent, confirming fears 
that inflation is still very much with us, 
and provoking these questions and 
observations: 
—Did anyone other than 
some 
hopeful governm ent statisticians 
really believe that the lull in price 
increases earlier this year was 
anything but temporary? 
Is there any careful homemaker in 
America, or anyone else who regularly 
wandered through retail outlets, who 
wasn’t aware that prices were rising in 
May? 
While consumer surveys have many 
critics, there is a good deal of 
agreement that they tend to show 
consumers to be more aware and in­ 
formed than often they are credited 
with being, even by themselves. 
For several weeks prior to this latest 
documentary evidence of inflation, the 
priceconscious consumer was turning 
hesitant. Retail sales turned sluggish. 
Bicentennial celebrations failed to 
draw the expected number of tourists. 
Retailers tried to attribute their poor 
sales to anything but general con­ 
sumer reluctance, which is the most 
dreaded factor of all. In New York they 
even blamed the “ unseasonably cool 
w eather,” although tem peratures 
have averaged well above normal this 
year. 
The truth appears to be that con­ 
sumers noted the upward movement in 
prices and decided to do what they 
know how to do best: to the limited 
degree possible, protect themselves 


from inflation by cutting their pur­ 
chases. 
—While it has been repeated over 
and over in the past few years that 
consum ers know how to protect 
themselves, it also has been shown 
that when they want something they’ll 
buy it, earnings notwithstanding. 


Among the big increases in the latest 
Consumer FTice Index were prices for 
used automobiles and gasoline, which 
remain on shopping lists in spite of 
warnings that these items might be 
harm ful 
to 
financial 
and 
en­ 
vironmental health. 
Do you recall the mood of a few 
years ago — when the emphasis was on 
cutting automobile usage, when auto 
makers were seeking to build smaller 
cars, when authorities insisted we had 
to shift our efforts to mass trans­ 
portation?

In Illionois, the state took $65 million 
clear profit from legalized gambling. 
Connecticut earned $16 million in 
profit, and started a new game 
designed to help schools in the poorer 
districts. 
The most potent argument against 
legalized gambling is that it makes 
victims of the poor. The poverty 
stricken will bet in hopes that they will 
be rich. This argument is valid only if 
you don’t believe that the poor will 
gamble whether it is legal or illegal. 
Some time ago, I had an Aunt Mary, 
stout and witless, who won $500 in a 
Catholic bingo game. Nothing I said 
could convince her that she was lucky; 
that it could not happen again. I had a 
mother-in-law who believed that bingo 
was God’s grace to the poor. 
In sum, I believe that there is no way 
of stopping gamblers from gambling. 
Everybody wants something for 
nothing. It doesn’t matter whether it 
depends on the spin of the wheel, the 
roll of the dice, or the oranges on a slot 
machine.

York wants state-operated 
gambling casinos now. Their Governor 
Carey waits to listen to the will of the 
people. Gamblers will vote for gam­ 
bling; bookies will not.

Speaking Of Your Health

My mother, 56, goes to see a doctor 
regularly. She comes home with 
prescriptions which she may or may 
not have filled. If she does, she does not 
follow instructions. I’m concerned that 
she may do herself harm.

Dear Mrs. H.: 
Patients in all social, intellectual 
and economic levels of society fallynto 
the error of non-compliance. 
This has become a problem of such 
magnitude that medical and social 
sciences are becoming deeply involved 
in trying to understand some of the 
basic reasons for this situation. 
The personality characteristics of 
“non-complying” patients are not 
always the same. Their resistance to 
the treatment program set up by the 
doctor varies with each individual. 
It is estimated that no more than 
one-half to one-third of all patients 
take their medicine regularly, exactly 
as prescribed. 
I believe that one of the basic 
reasons for this is that patients do not 
always completely understand the 
nature of their illnesses and the exact 
reasons why a particular drug was 
prescribed. 
Many patients are so tense and 
anxious in the doctor’s office that they 


do not adequately hear the explanation 
given to them and almost immediately 
forget it. 
Their anxiety can actually distort 
the message, confuse them and add to 
their fears. 
It is also surprising to find how shy 
many patients are. They will not ask 
their doctors to repeat or clarify in­ 
structions. 
A great many patients with high 
blood pressure will, without ex­ 
planation, stop taking medicines when 
they feel better. Hypertension, as a 
matter of fact, is a long-term disease 
that requires long-term treatment. 
Doctors may, in time, vary the 
amount of the drug they prescribe, but 
only they can do this without affecting 
the patient’s health. 
Some patients may discontinue a 
prescribed drug when they decide that 
they have developed some side effects. 
This can do them a great injustice. The 
condition rem ains untreated and 
uncontrolled. 
Side effects should, instead, be 
reported to the doctor who then can 
substitute a similar drug with similar 
benefits. There are usually closely 
allied chemical compounds which 
may, in the same person, be free of 
these so-call “side effects.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio has 
done away with a tough law that 
provided for the five-year suspension 
of a drivers’ license for becoming an 
habitual offender under state statutes. 
Erased from the books effective 
Wednesday was a provision that 
required five-year suspensions after a 
driver had amassed 24 penalty points 
over a 10-year period. 
Over the objections of some safety 
officials, Ohio’s big truckers’ lobby 
worked for repeal of the old law which 
they called discriminatory and ar­ 
bitrary. 
The new measure’s main sponsor, 
Sen. David L. Headley, D-28 Bar­ 
berton, a former policeman, said it not 
only discriminated against Ohioans 
who earn their living on the highways, 
and who therefore are more suscep­ 
tible to accidents and strict en­ 
forcement, but for other groups as 
well. 
For instance, youngsters often 
muster points in their late teens but in 
the subsequent IO years reach 
adulthood and maturity and then have 
to suffer the five-year suspension be­ 
cause of their adolescent misdeeds, he 
said. 
Under the old law, when a driver 
accumulated 24 points, it became 
evidence for use in courts that the 
driver was an habitual offender. It 
then became a third degree felony for 
that driver to operate a motor vehicle 
during the five year suspension. 
Headley’s bill, signed without 
comment by Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, 
removes any statutory reference to 
five year’s suspensions for 24 points. It 
also deletes references to habitual 


traffic offenders. 
Instead, the new law provides that 
the accumulation of points—for such 
things as reckless driving and driving 
while intoxication—can only lead to 
one type of suspension—six months for 
the accumulation of 12 points within a 
two year period. The six month 
suspensions are provided *or in 
existing law. 
Ohio’s penalty point system, in effect 
for many years, provides for drivers to 
be assessed points for these offenses, 
among others: drunk driving, six; 
leaving the scene of an accident, six; 
fleeing a police officer, six; reckless 
operation, four, and speeding, two.

State Bar Head Dies

According to USDA, it cannot take 
action under the 1964 import law 
because no quotas technically are in 
effect, 
despite

imports. Thus, some other kind of 
action, possibly through the Treasury 
D epartm ent 
under

regulations, is being considered. 
Another recent development 
in­ 
volves an application by the Port of 
New Orleans for the creation of a 
special “foreign trade zone” there so 
foreign meat can be landed, chopped 
up and then funneled into the U.S. 
market as nonquota beef similar to the 
method being used in Puerto Rico. 
The application was made to the 
Foreign Trade Zones Board in the 
Commerce Department and officially 
published as a notice by that agency on 
June 8. In its notice, the board in­ 


dicated that the application involved 
an intent to circumvent the “voluntary 
restraint” method of curbing beef 
imports. About 34 million pounds of 
beef would be processed annually. 
One source in USDA said that Butz 
may seek help from the White House to 
put pressure on the board to reject the 
New Orleans application for setting up 
another operation intended to exploit 
loopholes in the import law. 
Cattlemen contend that once the 
practice is firmly established it will 
become routine for big shippers like 
Australia and New Zealand to funnel 
excess beef through such trade zones, 
(peening that producers will find more 
foreign meat competing with their 
own.

Four cadets have resigned in the 
scandal, and boards of officers have 
convicted ll of 12 cadets whose cases 
have been heard since the allegations 
surfaced in April. 
Boards of officers have yet to return 
verdicts on 161 other cadets, and the 
hearings will continue into the fall. 
Cadets accused of violating the 
academy’s honor code can either 
resign from the institution or appeal to 
the officer boards. 
A guilty finding that is not over­ 
turned by the academy’s superin- 
tendant — and it rarely is — results in 
mandatory separation from West 
Point, plus two years’ service as an en­ 
listed man, for upperclassmen. 
Cadets generally view the allegation 
as evidence of guilt and the hearing by 
a board of officers as an appellate pro­ 
ceeding. Cadets often are stigmatized 
by the allegation and sometimes 
ostracized by the rest of the corps in 
the event a conviction is overturned. 
The silent treatment has been for­ 
bidden, but Cadet Steven Verr, for one, 
has complained he was harassed, 
threatened and ignored as a result of 
his pardon in a case arising out of 
plebe training stress.

Admission Policies 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - New 
admissions policies go into effect next 
year for five professional colleges at 
Ohio State University. 
University trustees have decided to 
give preference to applications from 
Ohio residents, to limit out-of-state 
students in three colleges to 15 per cent 
and to require admissions interviews. 
Affected by the changes will be the 
colleges of dentistry, law, medicine; 
optometry and veterinary medicine. 
Optometry and veterinary medicine 
are excluded from the 15 per cent out- 
of-state ceiling because those schools 
have contracts to admit certain 
students from other states without 
optometry and veterinary schools.

To ensure that the land will be 
cleared, tilled and planted the acreage 
will be a cooperative venture. No in­ 
dividual plots will be assigned. After 
the harvest, Miller said, churches 
probably will be used as distribution 
points. 
He said that he’s going to have to 
rely on good will and honesty to make 
sure that the food gets to the people 
who need it most. 
“We can’t feed everyone, but those 
really willing could turn out enough 
food to feed quite a few,” he said.

A tidy $8,000 estate is searching 
throughout the middle southern states, 
including Indiana, Ohio, and Ken­ 
tucky, for descendants of Dexter (also 
known as Baker) S. and Sallie D.

"Dexter S. and Sallie D. Reynolds 
were known to have been residing in 
Evansville, Indiana in 1900,” ac­ 
cording to Cox. “ Dexter (or Baker) S. 
Reynolds was known as a river 
engineer. The couple were the parents 
of at least four sons all of whom were 
bom in Indiana. They are Howland D., 
bom in October, 1883; Samuel, who 
was bom in October, 1886, Chester, 
bom in January, 1893, and William 
who was bom in June, 1894 


“ There is strong indication that the 
sons subsequently left the family 
home, moving into southern Indiana, 
Ohio, and southern Illinois, with one 
branch of the family indicated as 
moving to Kentucky. 


"We are searching,” Cox said, “ For 
children of the Dexter (or Baker) S. 
Reynolds family, or descendants of 
deceased children, who would be 
entitled to a share in the estate.” 


Cox is also seeking people who may 
have known members of the Reynolds 
family and can give information which 
will help the rightful heirs to receive 
the moneys to which they are entitled.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Motor 
Vehicles Registrar Curtis Andrews has 
announced a crackdown on drivers 
who fail to surrender their licenses 
after being ordered to do so, and said 
the program can mean ‘‘a one way 
ticket to jail.” 
Andrews said Thursday that under 
the new effort, the state will begin 
filing charges in county and municipal 
courts rather than rely on a small staff 
of field investigators to retrieve 
suspended licenses. 
A key to the new system will be a 
statewide computer system which will 
store records of suspended licenses. 
Andrews said a suspended driver 
stopped for any reason will be trapped 
by the computer. 
State law sets the penalty for failure 
to surrender a suspended license at a 
$500 fine or six months in jail, or both. 
Andrews said in announcing the 
crackdown it is designed to rid the 
highways of unsafe and irresponsible 
drivers. 
"We now will have the entire Ohio 
system of justice involved in the 
network to stop unlicensed drivers,” 
the registrar said.

Finley Threatens Lawsuit 
Against Commissioner Kuhn 


NEW YORK (AP) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn went to bat 
again and took a swing at a pitch of 
Oakland A’s owner Charles Finley. 
If Kuhn thought he had hit a game- 
winning homer, he quickly learned 
there are more innings to be played 
before this game is over. 
Kuhn announced Thursday he was 
directing Finley that Vida Blue, Rollie 
Fingers and Joe Rudi be allowed to 
rejoin the A’s immediately. 
Finley’s next pitch was that Kuhn 
could expect a $10 million lawsuit 
today. 
The ruling and Finley’s reaction 
were the latest in a wild chain of events 
which began the night of June 15 when 
Finley sold the trio for a total of $3.5 
million. Blue was sold to the New York 
Yankees for $1.5 million, while Rudi 
and Fingers were purchased by Boston 
for a million dollars each. 
The sale of the players set off a 
storm of protest by owners and 
m anagers, with Minnesota Twins 
President Calvin Griffith calling it “a 
dark day for baseball.” 
Kuhn later held a hearing into the 
sales and shocked most people a week 
ago by rejecting them and ordering 
that the trio be kept on the Oakland 
roster. 
Finley then threatened legal action 
and ordered A’s Manager Chuck 
Tanner to not use the trio and not allow 
them to be with the team during its 
games. 
Thursday Kuhn met with Paul 
Corvino, a business consultant for 
Blue. Corvino indicated a multi-million 
dollar lawsuit was hanging over the 
commissioner’s head concerning a 
three-year contract for Blue’s services 
which was signed prior to his sale. 
Corvino said that Blue would be 
coming to New York today ‘to meet 
with lawyers and analyze the 
situation.” 


Blue later claimed Corvino was 
pitching without being sent into the 
game by the left-hander and said in 
Anaheim it might be Corvino he takes 
into court. 
“Corvino had no authority to finalize 
a contract for me. He had no power of 
attorney,” Blue said after rejoining 
the A’s for last night’s game. 
All three players were in the 
Oakland dugout at Anaheim Thursday, 
but were not used. Rudi said he was 
depressed over his inactivity, but 
didn’t expect to be used. 
“I just want to play somewhere. It’s 
been a dismal two weeks.” 
And despite the ruling, it may be a 
while before the players are used 
again. 
They weren’t used in Thursday’s 2-1 
loss at Anaheim and if they aren’t used 
soon Kuhn may take additional action. 
Although his 
ruling 
did 
not 
specifically say Finley had to play the 
trio, Kuhn indicated in an interview he 
wanted them to play. 
“Lee MacPhail (the AL President) 
and I both feel they should be playing 
... not only in uniform, but playing,” 
Kuhn said. 
“We’re going to Federal Court in 
Chicago Friday morning to file a $10 
million lawsuit,” Finley said. “My 
attorney feels the latest edict shows 
bad faith by Kuhn. Ifs not the first 
time he has shown that to me and the 
A’s.”

10-rnile championship race which is 
part of the $75,000 Camel Pro Series. 


Cary Scott from Springfield, last 
year’s 
Newsies’ 
winner 
who has 
replaced his No. 64 with the coveted 
No. I plate, will be coming back to the 
half-mile dirt oval at the fairgrounds 
as AMA Grand National Champion. 
Scott is the first Ohio rider to bring the 
title home to the Buckeye state since 
Bobby Hill of Columbus made his rides 
to fame back in 1951 and ’52 to become 
the AMA Grand National Champion. A 
lot of oil has gone onto the track during 
the twenty-five years. 
Consider the $10,000 Bobby Hill 
made in each of his championship 
years, which incidentally was good 
money then, against the $200,000 Gary 
Scott will make this year as champion. 
The race purses then were $1000, 
maybe $1200. Even the big Daytona 
* 200” paid only $2500 Sunday’s purse 
for the Newsies’ race is $18,000. The 
Camel Pro Series carries $75,000 over 
and above all other purses and con­ 
tingency monies. 
Bobby Hill mentions some of the 
safety features that veteran AMA 
official E.C. Smith of Columbus 
worked so hard to bring about. Today’s 
helmets offer the riders complete head 
safety. If your helmet took a blow 25 
years ago, the dent stayed, against 
your head. Protection is also given the 
riders in the good looking, many times 
colorful, leather outfits they now wear. 
Then, long sleeved T-shirts were the 
riding uniform. Your sponsor usually 
had your name and his printed on 
them. 
There were only three major 
motorcycle manufacturers and they 
didn’t build a racing bike. A rider 
would take a street bike, make his own 
modifications and changes to conform 
to how he wanted his bike to run. 
At least eight companies, including 
several foreign makers, build racing 
bikes now. Oddly enough, the riders of 
a quarter century ago, took their bikes 
up to speeds of 150 miles an hour on the 
straightaways, a fact that hasn't 
changed much. 
Diere’s no doubt the tracks today 
have more safety features to protect 
the riders, and the fans. The sport of 
motorcycling has come a long way 
over the past 25 years. 1976 champion 
Gary Scott feels just the same way as 
the ’51 champion Bobby Hill did about 
riding his bike on the highway. Both 
say they would rather be on the track 
where they know what the other riders 
are going to do, than on the road where 
they don’t know what the other guy is 
going to do. 
Bobby Hill has joined the ranks of 
retired champions of motorcycle 
racing. For the past twenty years, he’s 
been driving a gasoline truck five days 
a week, twelve hours a day for a local 
refinery distributor. When he rides 
now, ifs a little Honda at Dick 
Klamfoth’s Honda Hills where safety 
for the riders is ex-rider Klamfoth’s 
main concern. 
Gary Scott is out to hold onto his title 
and the lion’s share of the AMA Camel 
Pro Series point fund money. At 24, 
Scott isn’t ready to hang up his 
leathers as long as he can make the 
kind of living he does doing the thing he 
likes best...racing.

Yet, we must never forget that at­ 
tainment of independence was but the 
first step. The Founding Fathers knew 
that freedoms won would soon mean 
freedoms challenged, if not again by 
Mother England, certainly by some 
force. 
John Adams talked of “toil and blood 
and treasure” as the costs of main­ 
taining our independence. Even in the 
formative days of our new govern­ 
ment, Benjamin Franklin, when asked 
what kind of government had been 
formed, cautioned, “ A republic, if you 
can keep it.” 
Over the course of 200 years, our 
republic has been assaulted from 
without and within. And while our 
system has suffered occasional set­ 
backs, it has survived essentially 
intact, so that it stands strong today 
am id the totalitarianism 
which 
characterizes so many world govern­ 
ments. 
Our federal union is now the oldest 
continuously existing republic on earth 
operating under its original Con­ 
stitution.

But on Thursday, 
Republicans and several Democrats 
contended the caucus has no business 
telling them what to do. 
Rep. Dawson Mathis, D-Ga., ac­ 
cusing the caucus of trying to make the 
committee “do their dirty work,” led a 
fight to make the full House act on the 
revisions. 
Rep. J. Herbert Burke of Florida 
was among Republicans who joined in, 
saying: “ This idea of going off half- 
cocked to make some group look like a 
bunch of heroes doesn’t make much 
sense to me.” 
Rep. Uoyd Meeds, D-Wash., who 
helped draft the revisions, predicted 
the full House would kill some or most 
of them. 
The committee has the authority to 
make most of the changes without 
asking for full House action. The 
Democratic caucus wants the panel to 
make the changes and then surrender 
its power to take those actions. The 
Administration Committee was vested 
with that authority in 1971 at the re­ 
quest of its then-chairman, 
Rep. 
Wayne Hays, D-Ohio. 
But some Democrats want the panel 
to surrender that power first and then 
recommend the accounting changes to 
the full House where they could be 
amended. 
The 
payroll-sex 
scandal 
was 
triggered by Elizabeth Ray’s charges 
that Hays kept her on his committee 
payroll solely to be his mistress. Hays 
has denied the charge but has resigned 
as chairman of the committee. 
The only revision designed to cover 
such a case would require a monthly 
accounting of every House employe’s 
job and pay.

recom m endations would 
consolidate congressmen’s expense 
allowances, abolish their $1,140 annual 
postage allowance and end their 
privilege of saving leftover stationery 
money for retirement.
